Chapel  services  took  on  several  new  looks  this  year  for  the 
college.  Commencing  the  schedule-was  the  Spiritual  Life 
Conference  with  guest  speaker  Dr.  Robert  Culver.  A  special 
Bible.  Science  Conference  followed  in  October  with  Dr.  Henry 
Morris,  Director  of  Creation  Science  Research  Center,  speaking 
on  “Creationism  vs.  Evolutionism.”  In  the  first  mini 
conference  of  the  fall  semester.  Dr.  Hoyt  spoke  to  the  student 
body  concerning  prophecy.  Students  were  challenged  by  four 
speakers  during  Home  Missions  Week  in  January:  Rev.  James 
Poyner,  Rev.  Robert  Salazar,  Rev.  William  Byers,  and  Dr.
